tional, conference on marketing and 
farm credits, called today to meet in 
Chicago December 4 and 5. 
Farmers of all stutes are expected 
to unite in a discussion of ways and 
means to remedy a condition termed ( 
“wasteful and iniquitous in the ex­ 
treme” by the committee in its meet­ 
ing notice. 
Surveys will be made prior to the 
winter gathering that will show the 
movement 
of crops, such as 
live­ 
stock, grain, cotton and hay. 
The 
whole milk problem and its relation 
to city 
distribution will be worked 
out. 
Practical plans will be drawn for 
eliminating 
waste, improving 
farm 
products and 
increasing 
the con­ 
sumption of certain farm crops. 
Half of the conference work 
will 
be devoted to rural credits and the. 
federal farm loan act will come in 
I for its share of criticism. 
“The delegates will 
analyze the 
scope 
and limitations of the 
act,’’ 
said Secretary Charles W. Holman of 
Madison. Wis., today. 
“And when 
they are through the American farm ­ 
er will know what to expect under its 
terms. 
Contrary to the general be­ 
lief, this act does not solve the rural

BARGAINS ARE ALWAYS ADVERTISED 


By HAL O'FLA'HERTY 


London Aug. 20 ('By Mail)—"The 


censor is not the damm fool you 
take him to 'be." 


The above line was penned by a 


British censor upon a letter from an 


officer at the front to his wife, in 
which an ingenious code was dis- 
covered. 
It meant to 'disclose 
to 


the anxious wife just where her- hus- 
band was fighting, but it was spoil- 
ed 'by the censor and an order was 
issued by the war office prohibiting 
such practices. 


Before the officer, who wrote the 


code letter, left for the front, 
he 


secured two maps showing the en- 
tire British fighting line. The maps 
were identical. One he left with his 
wife and the other he took with him.; 


Thereafter, each time he wrote a 


letter, he placed the stationery on 
his map, stuck a pin 
through it 


directly over Paris, another direct-1' 
ly over Brussels, and a third at .the 
point where he was stationed. Upon 
receiving the letter, his wife would, 
superimpose it on her map, adjust- 
ing the extreme pinholes over Paris 
and Brussels, 
and'- her 
husbands 


whereabouts would be indicated, by 
the middle hole. 


This is but one of a score of 


codes and secret signals discovered 
by the 'censors recently. 
England 


does not censure the relatives of 
men at the 'front for wanting to 
know the locality in which they are. 
fighting and pe"rfiaps dying, but snicjt 
disclosures become a menace. No 
one knowb how extensive Germany's 


espionage system may be, and Eng- 
land is, taking no chances. 


Another code system used by c 


certain officer. was more ela'bpiiaU 
than the one pointed 
out by the 


censor, with his "damm fool" nota- 
tion. It was arranged by the officei 
with his wife just before he sailed 
for France, and consisted of 
twc 


charts of the battle line, one oi 
which he 'retained w.hile 
the wife 


kept the other. Each map was laid 
out in blocks an inch square;• each 
square cou^d tie identified 'by com- 
binations of letters indicating 
each 


line of squares 
from left to right 


Down the left hand side was an- 
other row of letters. 


In writing home, the officer would 


say: 
"Give my regards to L. A. 


Smith." Being a. fictitious name, tht 
wife would! know it as a key to hei 
seeret code. P.utting her finger on 
the "A" line of the squares on hei 
chart, she would follow along under 
the ''L" squares, in which was h'ei 
husband's position at the front. 


It is improbable that any inform- 


ation contained in these code let- 
ters has ever reaehetl the Germans 
but there is a possibility of eiich a 
mischance and England is losing no 
•opportunity to, defeat a spy systen. 
that has made 'Englishmen gasp.
